Because it is 
so good we’ll lorget our prejudice against anonymous 
communications, and sootne tne author’s modesty by saying 
merely that lrom tne iooks oi tne writing one might sus¬ 
pect that he is a Grand Army veteran who fives on tiie 
south side ol IViontecito Avenue between Auburn and Her- 
mosa. Here it is: 

Editor News: 

As I watched that Flag floating from its stall on Sat¬ 
urday, I was reminded of another gala-time, somewhat diff¬ 
erent from this. 

Long will I remember that day when from under a 
drooping llag of truce, we paroled men, ragged all, many 
sick, climbed ashore from the Tar River llatboats, to the 
wharf at Little Washington, N. C. As our boat touched 
the landing-place, the “Stars and Bars” over us dropped 
Hat back to its staff, as if ashamed of itself, and for the sad 
condition, and dilapidated appearance of us, its late guests. 
Off came hats, if, by chance, any of us had a hat, and stand¬ 
ing, uplifted went eyes and hands in salute to our dear old 
banner, the glorious “Stars and Stripes.” A breeze catching 
it, carried it floating full out and straight, as if it rejoiced 
and was glad with us. With one united voice there was a 
cheer, a mighty yell of greeting to it, as it waved so grand¬ 
ly its welcome over our bared heads. Many a one had no 
yell coming; their throats held glad gurgling sounds; while 
the happy tears streamed down their cheeks. That FLAG 
meant to us, OUR COUNTRY, our home, and our dear 
ones, after a long anxious waiting. That FLAG on that 
third day of June 1862, meant MUCH to us, and still it 
means MUCH to us, and MORE today. —Old Soldier.

THE WEALTH OF CALIFORNIA 

State Controller John S. Chambers in his annual report 
as to the linancial transactions of the cities and counties of 
the state for 1916, prints tables showing that the grand 
total of the assessment rolls was $3,577,877,764. Of this 
sum $660,674,075 represents the assessment of what is 
called “operative propertythat is, the properties of the 
public utilities which no longer are subject to local taxation, 
the state taxing them upon their gross earnings. But be¬ 
cause of the obligation of the state to pay its share of the 
old bonded indebtedness outstanding on November 8th 1910, 
when the new system of taxation went into effect, these 
properties are assessed by local assessors and the local bond 
rates applied thereto, and the tax thereon is paid by the 
state as its proportion of the principal and interest on the 
old debt referred to. 

It is estimated that the ratio of assessed to true value 
of property in California is approximately 42 per cent. On 
this assumption, the total true value of taxable property in 
the state is $8,279, 562,214. From 1909 to 1916 there was 
an increase in assessed values of over $1,000,000,000.
